Settlement of Anthracite § Strike 
Within 24 Hours Forecast. 

Ry the Associated Press. } 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug: 31.—Set- 


tiement of the anthracite coal strike 
within 24 hours was forecast today 


by men in close touch with both 
sides. Operators were'in a secret 
conference at the Ritz Carleton Ho- 
tel eariy today, it was declared, while 
across the street, at the Bellvue- 
Stratford, John lL. Lewis, interna- 
tional president of the International 
Mine Workers, and other union lead- 
era were gathered. The hard coal 
mines will have been idle five months 
tomorrow. 

Those thoroughly familiar with 
the situation declared that the joint 
conference, broken off abruptly early 
last week over the deadlock on the 
arbitration problem, might be re- 
sumed today to consider the ‘‘com- 
promise peace plan” suggested by 
United States Senators Pepper and 
Reed of Pennsylvania at the long 
conference in Washington, Tuesday. 

According to the best authentic 
reports obtainable, the operators 
have completely abandoned their de- 
mand for arbitration. The only im- 
portant question atill to be deter- 
mined is said to be the length of the 
term for which the old wage shall 
be restored. 

Apparently the miners stil) are de- 
manding a contract at the old rate 
to run until March 31, 1924. If that 
were accepted by the operators, it is 
declared that it would mean a com- 
plete victory for the union. Tae em- 
ployers are said to be willing to con- 
oe the old wage until March $1, 
1933.

NEW SEARCH FOR BODIES IN

Coroner of Nearman, Kan., Is Con- 
vinced One or More Are Kuried 
in Stream.

Convinced from evidence on hand 
that bodies of one or more men are 
buried in 25 feet of water in the 
Missouri River, a half mile north- 
west of Nearman, “Kan., Ir. J. H. 
Hayward, Coroner of Wyandotte 
County, will demand today that the 


investigation be continued. 

After the recovery of a Stutz road- 
ster from the river Tuesday, Samuel 
Clarke, County Commissioner, or- 
dered further work stopped. ‘“‘Drag- 
ging the river or further attempts to 
remove one other car known to be 
buried in the sand in the river will 
cost the county too much money,” 
he said. Ns 

Dr. Hayward then started a pri- 
vate investigation. After tive hours 
of questioning and a visit to the 
river, he said he was convinced the 
river should be dragged. 

The Coroner's authority is said to 
be such the commissioners cannot 
reject his demand. 

On Aug. 2 David Kepler, Under 
Sheriff of Wyandotte County, re- 
ceived an anonymous note saying a 
body said to be that of Leonard Har- 
rington, negro, 28 years old, would 
be found tied to an autemobile in 
the river. Kepler recovered one mo- 
tor car Tuesday and learned the lo- 
cation of at least one other. He be- 
lieves the body will be found In the 
second car.

AIRPLANES FIGHT BOLL WEEVIL 


Test on 14,000-Acre Tract in Mis- 
sissippi.

GREENVILLE, Miss., Aug. 31.— 
Aerial attack against the cotton bo!l 
weevil is under way at Scott, Miss., 
near here, today in a test undertaken 
under Government supervision, - tu 
demonstrate the practicability of the 
airplane as a poison distributor to rij 
infected fields of the pest.

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CITY'S CASH INCREASES 
$964 469 IN. YEAR 


Larger Reserves Than Usual 
May Make Borrowing of 
Money in Fall Unnecessary. 


Larger cash reserves in the city 


treasury than usual at this period 
of the year may carry the city 
through the year without borrowing 
money during September, October 
and November, the customary period 
of stress in the city’s finances, Depu- 
ty Comptroller Gunn said today. Last 
year the city had to borrow $1,820,- 
000 to tide the various departments 
over until taxes were paid-at the 
close of the year. 

Cash on hand in the treasury yres- 
terday totaled $1,489,145.45, as com- 
pared to $524,676.09 available on the 
same date last year, a gain for this 
year of $964,469.36. 

Depends on Tax Payments. 

The speed with which city taxes 
are paid after they fall due Oct. 1 
deteruuine whether any loans 
will have to be negotiated, Gunn said. 
The tax paying period extends from 
Oct. 1 to Dec. 81, the bulk coming in 
the latter part of November and dur- 
ing December. 

If payments are made slowly. 
Gunn said, the city may have to bor- 
row about $1,000,900 early in No- 
vember for a 30-day period. but if 
early tax payments are made this 
will not be necessary 

Four short time loans were  obdb- 
tained by the city last fall, three of 
$520,000 each on Sept. 16. 28. and 
Oct. 18 and one of $260,000 on Oct. 
$1. This $1,820,000 had been repaid 
by Dec. 28, but interest charges 
|} amounted to $24,157.79 

Reasons for Improvement. 

Improvement in the city’s finances 
this year is due to economy in op- 
eration and to large collections in 
the license department, Gunn said. 
| Last year license collections dropped 
eff, due to late action by the Legis- 
lature in fixing the rate on sales and 
‘resulting late issuance of bills by 
| the License Collector. This year, he 
added, the collections probably will 
amount to $600,000 more than last 
year. 

A Geficit of more than $1,000,000 

| existed when the city started the last 
| fecal year on April 10, 1821. At the 
| olose of that fiscal year, April i109. 
1922. thie deficit had been reduced 
to $360,000. This was effected chief- 
ly by economy measures and reduc- 
tion of department appropriations.
